DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art of record either in single or in combination 
failed to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of wherein the interposer (64) has a 
recess (126) formed therein adjacent the second end (66), and a corner between a side 
surface (124) of the board connecting post (70) and an end surface (72) of the board 
connecting post (70) is removed to form a relief (128), the relief (128) having a height 
less than said distance. 

With respect to claim 10, the prior art of record either in single or in combination 
failed to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of wherein the interposer (64) has a 
recess (126) formed therein adjacent the second end (66), and a corner between a side 
surface (124) of the board connecting post (70) and an end surface (72) of the board 
connecting post (70) is removed to form a relief(128), the relief (128) having a height 
less than said distance. 

With respect to claim 21 , the prior art of record either in single or in combination 
failed to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of each of the leads has a portion 
spaced apart from a bottom surface (56) of the package by a distance, each of the 
leads has a recess (126) formed therein adjacent a side surface (58) of the package, 
and a corner between the side surface and a bottom surface (56) of the package is 
removed to form a relief (1 28), the relief (1 28) having a height less than said distance.

With respect to claim 26, the prior art of record either in single or in combination 
failed to anticipate or render obvious the limitations of each of the leads has a portion 
spaced apart from a bottom surface (56) of the package by a distance, each of the 
leads has a recess (126) formed therein adjacent a side surface (58) of the package, 
and a corner between the side surface and a bottom surface (56) of the package is 
removed to form a relief (1 28), the relief (1 28) having a height less than said distance.
